there. This seems rather .odd since, although 
•we have a shortage of doctors in this coun- 
try, the need undoubtedly is less acute here 
than in most other nations in the resettle- 
ment program. 


The situation, however, is difficult for some 


of the receiving countries" as well as for the 
displaced physicians. Manyaof these coun- 
tries, particularly in South America, need 
skilled workers and farmers as well as skilled 
doctors. 


It may be short-sighted of their govern- 


ments to accept a preponderance of the for- 
mer. 
But it- also may be that workers and 


farmers would find it easier to readjust and 
start earning a living than the professional 
men would. It is conceivable that in many 
countries and sections where medical care 
5s most needed, the foreign physicians would 
be hard put to make a go of it unless they 
were on government salary. 


There might be another difficulty in ad- 


mitting displaced professional and scientific 
persons, again with special emphasis on doc- 
tors. Undoubtedly, there are younger men 
and women in this "trained and skilled" 
group whose training has been improper, 
according to accepted professional standards. 


Many of them must have fled from coun- 


tries that were under Nazi domination be- 
fore the"y were seized by Russia or its agents. 
German scientific and medical training was 
notoriously unscientific under the Nazis. It 
was forced to conform to an unsound politi- 
cal and social philosophy. We know that 
Communist science, like every other aspect 
of Communist life, operates under similar 
restrictions. 


This educational deficiency is not the fault 


of the displaced persons, so it should not bar 
them from admittance to a new country. But 
as a protection to the patient and, in a lesser 
degree, to the medical profession of a coun- 
1ry, they«should not be permitted to prac- 
tice immediately. In some cases inadequate 
training, rusty from disuse, would have to be 
remedied. 


Perhaps an interim program of educa- 


tion and non-practicing medical employment 
might be worked out. Certainly, in fairness 
1o all concerned, the existing requirements 
for medical practice should be rigidly ad- 
hered to wherever displaced doctors are 
taken in. 


Perhaps there could also be a plan for a 


non-compulsory assignment of the newcom- 
ers to ureas where they are most needed, 
once their training is up to standard. It 
would be both unfair and unwise if, for ex- 
ample, the bulk of displaced physicians here 


dea'lcrs. Among my acquaintances, are the heads 
of the largest corporations in'.America and also 
some who continue to sell from pushcarts on the 
lower East Side of New York.

The people who eat'.there, are businessmen, 


manufacturers of suits for ladies and gentlemen 
and children and all kinds of accessories. 
They 


are good .businessmen and; as economists, they 
can give these specialists at the conference board 
lots of lessons. They have the advantage of being 
able to count without a thought machine. They 
know that if a dollar earns 10 cents after taxes, it 
is better than if it earns 15. cents before taxes. 
The economists have yet to learn that taxes are 
costs and that if the costs are too high, the public, 
decides if and when it will stop buying. Ask any 
furrier what laxcs did to him.'. Furriers are both 
businessmen and economists.

Washington Gets 


'49'Bible'Edition 


' Washington, March

Another edition of the Washing- 
ton "Bible" — the Congressional 
Directory—has rolled from gov- 
ernment presses. 


The 929-page fact-packed book 


is almost indispensable to govern- 
ment officials and workers, diplo- 
mats, news and radio men, lobby- 
ists and many others, but few 
people 
outside 
of 
Washington 


know much about it. 


Here are a few of -the things it 


contains: 


Names and home towns and 
brief biological sketches of mem- 
bers of Congress; 
members 
oC 
committees; data on the President 
and his cabinet; personnel 'of in- 
dependent offices and agencies and 
courts; (a list of diplomatic service 
men, showing where they are; 
thousands of. other names, includ- 
ing many clerks and minor offi-. 
cials. 
The book has a 210-page section 


on official duties of various agen- 
cies. This section alone is almost 
a course in civics. 


Contents also include a list of 


all presidents with their terms o£ 
office; a map showing congression- 
al districts oC each state; statistics 
on Congress (from the first back 
in 1789); a list of all newspaper 
and radio men who cover Con- 
gress; .one picture (the capilol) 
and a calendar. 


The first congressional direc- 


tories were privately printed and 
sold, much as city .directories are 
today. But around 1857—the rec- 
ords are vague—the government 
decided to take over. 
The format today is very much 


like it was in the very first issue, 
although many new departments 
have been added. 


The directory is paid for out ol! 


the congressional 
printing 
and

mer's edition cost $41,530.26, a 
total of 36,000 copies being printed.

America from other lands each, 
year, can apply for citizenship,'" 
the speaker noted' in contrast to 
the restrictions of the 
Indians. 


Congress did pass a law last: Au- 
gust giving .the Indian the right to 
vote. 


Eagle Plume spoke of the con- 


tributions of the Indians, not only 
in many of the vegetable food? and 
scientific knowledge, but also the 
very roots of the American type of 
'democracy which he claims origi- 
nated in the Iroquois Indian Con- 
federacy and not in Greece or 
Rome.

"Today's Indians are the neu-. 


rotic, results of three generations' 
living 
in. concentration camps," 


the speaker admonished as he re- 
ferred to life under the 
federal 


government on. most Indian reser- 
vations. 


Indians are not allowed to leave- 


the reservation^ unless they can 
become self-supporting individuals! 
The reservations are set aside by 
the government: and according to 
Kagle Piume are often of Inferior 
land. 


Starvation seeps the strength 


from the Indians and ' make them 
appear lazy to the tourist, 
the 


speaker pointed out. 


"Poor 
people don't eat 
very 


well, so they don't, have . much 
energy, some can's -even seem to 
lift themselves .up," he remarked. 


For example. Eagle Plume men- 


tioned the Navajo Indian tribe of 
65,0.00 people living on a reserva- 
tion which even the government 
authorities say could only support 
in poverty, 500 people., Next to 
the reservation are many fertile 
acres of free public grazing, land, 
which the Indians arc 'not allowed 
to use.

It is composed, of fine: white hair from a deer's tail mixed with 
porcupine'hair and topped iwith two feathers from the tail of a one 
year old Golden Eagle. The eagle feathers mark feats of heroism.

"Only two civilizations in the- 


world are known to have origin- 
ated the idea of using zero, . a 
symbol for nothing, in calcula- 
tions," Eagle Plume noted, "one 
was the Hindus and the other the 
Maya Indians." 


To t]ie white race he attributed 


the ability to accumulate all oE 
the invention's and knowledge of- 
other civilizations and races, to 
be used to -further the develop- 
ment of civilization. 


As he spoke he wore an Indian 


costume and several headdresses, 
the meanings of which he ex- 
plained. He performed .a primi- 
tive dance emphasizing the one- 
two rhythm and also the style of 
Indian singing. He also did an 
eagle dance by donning huge arm

of 
feathers 
and

sweetheart dance with

He noted that the Indian chil-
